In consequence of not receiving the Colum- 
bian Star of this week, from which paper we 
extracted the above details of the proceedings 
of the Convention, and had designed to com. 
plete the journal, we are now only able for 
the present, to give the following summary, 
from the N. York Observer. 


After a laborious, and, as we are informed, 
uncommonly important session of thirteen 
days, the conver ron adjourned on Tuesday. 

here were 64 ministers, besides the lay 
delegates, present, and.many other ministers 
who were not entitled toa seat. To be eligi- 
ble toa seat in this body, there must be paid 
by the individual, or some society which send 
him, one hundred dollars pany sage which 
money forms the principal item in their re- 
ceipts. In accordance with the principle of 
the entire independence of churches, this con- 
vention neither exercises nor claims any con- 
trol in the character of a church judicatory. 
It is wholly a missionary body. Education con- 
cerns have for a few years been connected 
with their operations, and the Columbian Col- 
lege, in the district of Columbia, was by them 
erected, and has been thas far supported.— 
Measures have been adopted at this session, to 
discharge all the remaining debts of that In- 
stitution, and then bid it look elsewhere for 
patronage, or stand on its own merits. 

They expect the Rev. Lott Carey, their 
coloured missionary at Liberia, soon to arrive 
in this country, and have made arrangements 
for an abundant renovation of funds for that 
mission. 

We are told, that in no previous convention 
has there been collected such a weight of tal- 
ent and influence; and that ip no previous 
meeting was there ever manifested so much 
Christian candour and affection throughout 
the debates, though some of the subjects dis- 
cussed were peculiarly trying aod momen- 
tous. 

Their mission stations are Burmah and Ar- 
racan in the East; Liberia, in Africa; and 
Withington, Valley Towns, Tinsawatta, Ca- 
rey. Thomas, Oneida, and Tonewanda, among 
our Indians. bobo bee a also, a mis- 
sion to Mexico or South America. ?, 

They have recommended all their churches 
to take collections for the American Coloni- 
zation Society, on the 4th of July annually. 

A very gratifying resolution was also passed 


relative.to the American Sunday School Un- 
ion. 

The entire report is to be printed immedi- 
ately, from which we mean to gratify our 
readers with making some detailed extracts.

Acts 28, 22: 

In connexion with the passage referred to, 
we proposed in our jast to consider the two 
tollowing propositions, viz : 

ist. Christianity is exc/usive in its doctrines. 

2d. It is exciusive in its ordinances. 

W tile the doctrine of Christ requires to be 
received to the exclusion ot all other systems of 
faith, yet instead of abridging the happiess oi 
inan as a ratioual, and accountable being, it 
lays the only foundation for that happiness 
which is the great object of his existence. 

All the doctrines of christianity necessary 
to regulate our faith and practice, are plainly 
taught in the word of Gud, and their divine 
author does not admit of any addition to them, 
or diminution from them. 

Among these, are the sinfulness of man by 
nature, the necessity of repentance towards 
God, and faith in the Lord Jesus Christ, as the 
only method of salvation ; and the necessity of 
ihe agency of the Holy Spirit, to the accom- 
plishment of this work. bese doctrines are 
taught in the New Testament, as important to 
be received in /ove, or all bope of heaven and 
happiness is forever excluded from the soul. 

The doctrines of Christianity require the 
relinquishment of the vain and empty pleas- 
ures of the world, and the mortification of all 
carnal desires and propensities, and that men 
should live holily, righteously, and godly ;—in 
the continual practice of self-denial. 

They interdict the indulgence of pride, and 
require humbleness of mind—they forbid anger 
and revenge, and enjoin patience, meekness 
and love.—In short, they require men to do 


justly, to love mercy, and walk humbly with 


God. 
And the effect of this manner of life will be 


the enjoyment of that peace, which the world 
can neither give nor take away—-while unbe- 
lievers will think it strange, that Christians do 
not run with them to the ** same excess of ri- 


ot,” and they will probably speak evil of them, 


and attribute their ‘* holy conversation which 
they have in Christ Jesus,” to unworthy mo- 
tives. But tbis will never cause the steadfast 


christian to waver in his purpose, but depend- 


ing on the strength of his Lord, he will resolve 
to persevere through evil, and through good 
report; and he will we!l consider the charac- 
ter of ** Him, who endured such contradiction 
of sinners against himself, lest he should be- 


come weary and faint in his mind.”

We have now 30 Indian cluldren in our 
school, and for about two months past 
there has been a very pleasing attention to 
the subject of religion.

On the 3d of 
this month the boys took axes, as usual 
after school, and went into the forest to 
cut wood. Having labored till after sun-

We 
quote one paragraph in exemplification of 
this remark, being all that we can admit 
at this time. 
‘¢ As | was walking this evening, (April 
19,) | heard the voice of prayer in six 
different houses, iv the course of a few 
rods. I think there are now not less than 
fifty houses io Lahaina, where the moro- 
ing and evening service is regularly offer- 
ed tothe true God. The number is con- 
stantly increasing, and there is now 
scarcely an hour in the day, that | am not 
interrupted in my regular employment, 
by calls of persons anxious to know what 
they may do to be saved.”
